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1. Claims 1-27 are presented for examinaticn. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

3. Claims 4 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as the invention. The scope of meaning of the following 
claim language is not clear: 

4. Claims 4 and 16 cxxitains the trademark/trade name InfiniBand. 
Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a 
limitation to identify or describe a particular material or 
product, the claim does not acrrply with the requirarents of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Ex parte Sintpeoi, 21 8 USPQ 1020 
(Bd. App. 1 982) . The claim socpe is uncertain since the 
trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. 
Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the 
goods associated with the trademark or trade name. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effect under this subsection of a national application published 
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under section 122(b) only if the international application 
designating the United States was published under Article 
2 1(2) (a) of such treaty in the English language; or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the 
United States for the purposes of this subsection based on the 
filing of an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a); or 

6. Claims 1-10 and 25-27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being 
anticipated by Beukema et al. (6,578,122 B2). 

7. Per claim 1, Beukerra taught a host -fabric adapter (eg., see 
figure 1) , oarprising: 

a) one or more Micro-Engines (eg., see figure 1 (Host Channel 
Adapter (HCA) 118,120,122, and 124)) arranged to establish 
connections and support data transfer operations, via a switched 
fabric (eg. , see figure 1 (116) , in response to vork requests 
(eg., see Abstract (line 3)) from a host system (eg., see figure 
1 (102 and 104) for data transfer operations; and, 

b) a remote key manager (eg. , see Abstract (line 8) ) arranged to 
manage remote keys (eg. , see Title) and check the validity of the 
rerrote keys (eg. , see figure 6 with 614) v\foidh correspond to 
outstanding data transfer operations, via the switched fabric 
(eg., see figure 7, and col. 8 (line 47-et seq.)) . 

8. Per claims 2,3 and 5, see figure 4 (400 (Receive Queues)) , 
figure 4 (402 (Send Queues) , and col. 7 (line 18) . 
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9. Per claim 4, see Title "Infiniband" and col. 1 (line 37) . 

10. Per claims 6 and 9 , see "table element" (a memory randauLy 
accessed ) of keys per the Abstract. 

11. Per claim 7, see col. 1 (line 44) , and col. 5 (line 27) . 

12. Per claims 8 and 10, see col. 6 (lines 31 and 44 "Rim 11 , 
line 58 "Bind") , 8 (line 27 "mercery vdixfcws") . 

13. Per claims 25-27, these claims do not teach or define above 
the correspcandiiigly rejected claims and are thus also rejected 
for the same reasons given above. 

14. Per claims 11-24, these claims stand allowable over the art 
of record as the art of record fails to teach or remotely suggest 
the claimed subject matter therein those claims.
